About 3:47 am, August 24, I drove into the 
Clark Service Station at Washington and Carr- 
oll. I asked the attendant for $4.00 worth of 
gas. My friend, who was sitting on the passen: 
ger side of the front seat jokingly said, ''you 
can fill it up, if you want too!" I got out of the 
car to go and get a pack of cigarettes, and I 
again told him that I wanted $4.00 worth of gas 
When I got back to the car, the attendant had 
put $6. 85 worth into the tank. I told him that 
I was only going to pay for $4.00 because this 
is all that Ihad asked for. He said, ''somebody 
is going to pay for it". At this time, my friend 
who had gotten out of the car to talk to some 
girls in another car, (when I left to get the cig- 
- arettes)came back. The attendant told him 
that he was going to pay the $2.85. He said ‘he 
wasn't going to pay anything. The attendant 
then grabbed him in the collar and pushed him 
backward until he fell on the ground and then 
started to kicking him. My friend seemed to 
be uncouncious, so after I got him back into 
the car, I went ahead and gave the attendant 
$10.00 and told him to take the whole $6, 85, 
I got back into my car and after he gave me 
my change I started my car and was about to 
pull out of the lot when a police car pulled in 
and blocked my way. One of the policeman 
went to talk to the attendant and the other one 
came over and opened my car door and order- 
ed me out. He.told me to put my hands on the 
top of my car. As I turned and placed my 
handson the top of the car, I looked back at hin 
and begin to tell that I hadn't did anything, Be 
fore I could finish saying that he had hit me in 
the top of the head with his blackjack. I tryed 
to turn and protect myself from the blows and 
then his partner was there beating me with his 
blackjack too. They then handcuffed me and 
told me to get into the police car. I got into 
the police car andone of the policemen said 
to me "you niggers think you're ready, don't 
you?" I told him that I was not a nigger, that 
I was either a Negro or an Afro-American. 
He then hit me in the mouth with his fist. I 
told him "you should kill me, man, for hitting 
me in my mouth and calling me a nigger". 
The other cop pulled off and I told them that I 
wanted to go to the hospital because I had not- 
iced that my clothes were all bloody. They 
drove me to St. Mary's hospital and when we 
got into the parking lot the cop who had hit me 
in the mouth, turned and told me that "you bet- 
ter not say a damn word or else you'll get sone 
more, " 
As soon as we got into the hall of the hospit- 
al, I said to him loud enough for everyone to 
hear, “hit me in the mouth and call me a nigger 
now!" He just looked at me. When the nurse 
told him to unlock the handcuffs, so that they 
could treat me, he told her that he didn't have 
a key. 
lay down on a table face down and strapped my 
legs so that I would not fall off the table, After 
they stitched my head up, they told me that I 
would have to sign some papers, but I couldn't 
do it with the handcuffs on, so I had to mark a 
X for my signature. Then they took me to the 
Police Station and booked mefor "Disorderly 
Conduct. '' My next door neighbor was there 
when we got there because I had told the nurse

Dear Sir: 

Recent letters to your newspaper highlight 
the dangerous direction in which this country 
is heading. We are moving towards a police 
state, a fascist state, at incredible speed. 
The motivating force behind that movement is 
racism, 

The parallels between present-day America 
and Germany in the early 1930's are frighten- 
ingly apparent. Hitlers program to bring abou 
"order'' is reflected in the speeches of the 
three major presidential candidates(only Dem- 
ocratic vice-presidential candidate Muskie is 
conducting a dispassionate, intelligent campa- 
ign.) Both countries faced serious economic 
turmoil. Both countries contained significant 
racial minority groups which were tolerated at 
best by the jamority in good times, In diffialt 
periods it was an easy task to make the racial 
minorities the scapegoats for the far more ser- 
ious problems which existed. Instead of respo- 
nsibly coping with the real dangers (in our case 
of course, the major one is a costly and immor 
al war)there is a cry for "law and order "which 
is nothing more than an excuse to exterminate 
German Jews or American Blacks, 

- When Black militants talk of defending their 
people against genocide they aren't kidding. 
Truly, American Black people face extinction 
and a majority of American whites would favor 
such a policy if it could be carried out quietly 
and quickly, while their backs were turned, so 
their children wouldn't have to see the carnage. 
Psychologically we are prepared for this now.

Hopefully, there is still time to change. 
Racism could be fought, instead of promoted, 
by the mass of whites. We could still bring 
about economic, political, and social justice 
for all our people. We could commend police 
restraint instead of encouraging police violen- 
ce. We could stop perpetrating violence again- 
st our brothers in the smaller nations of the 
world who are fighting--as we did less than 
200 years ago--to be free and to determine 
their own destinies. 

Sadly, I doubt that we will change our cour- 
se, although millions of us will continue to fi- 
ght the coming tyranny until it sweeps over us 
all. I implore you to join us in our struggle, 
or accept the consequences of the violence that 
is occurring and increasing. There can be no 
objective observers in this battle. We are all 
responsible.

I would say, in order to keep your son in 
school, it is quite evident that the school must 
also be concerned, It must be concerned not 
only with your son's athletic ability, but it mus 
be committed to his intellectual capabilities. 

You as a parent should see to it that his tea- 
chers and counselors be able to relate to him. 

You should ban together with other interest- 
ed parents to see to it that the curriculum be- 
ing offered is relevant to the futures of the 
young people who attend that school. 

Showing your interest in this way may moti- 
vate your son and spark his determination. 

I also believe that your son is experiencing. 
something that you may not be able to under- 
stand. He is aware of the importance of educa- 
tion, but he is also painfully aware of the fact 
that his people are being mistreated. He is 

‘caught in the midst of a mental dilemma: the 
problem of whether to stay in school, or the 
need to try to fight thei system. And in most 
cases the lure of the streets is more influenc- 
ial than the lure of the classroom. 

I hope that my thoughts will be helpful to 
you.
